We are in that period predicted and dreaded 
by the lining ott stock grower. Due to labor 
and seed shortages and some adverse weather 
for the past three or four years, lining out 
stock is really short, and getting more scarse 
every day. During the war seed was impossi- 
-ble to secure from Europe, varieties grown 
frorn imported seed are practically impossi- 
ble to obtain, except ina few remaining trans- 
plant grades. Prices are higher than last 
year, but will go still higher before spring, 
and many grades and varieties impossible to 
obtain by spring. Better cover your needs 
as quickly as possible.
